taken sick on the day of the presi- 
dential election, N )rem')3r 2, an 1 
since retiring that night has not left 
his room. He occupied quarters in 
the old James M. R ly housp, on North 
Meridian 
street, In lianapolis, 
the 
headijnarters of the Washington club, 
where also resided several of 
hi-i 
grand-children, name^« McCoy, whom 
he was educating in that city. D iring 
his iilness he was attended by. Dc. R. 
N. Todd; John Harman, nurs?; Mrs. 
Crillopy, wife of the janitor of the 
building, and Judge iSr>tt, of the su- 
preme court, has been constantly pres- 
ent with him. 
When fi^t attacked it 
was thought he would be confi ned to his 
be l for a few wteka, a month m^y!Je, 
that having baen the usual length of 
his sickness from this trouble, which 
has bdeii present with him at intervals 
for the past fiiteen years. 
Nothing 
different waa thought until last Tues- 
day, when the symptoms became de- 
cidedly uafavorable, and the physi- 
cian doubted his recoTery. He grew 
worse from that tim?, with occasional 
temporary rallies until Friday night, 
when for the first time, he felt con- 
vinced that death was at hand. 
He 
gradually sank until 12:30 o'clock, 
when he'psacefully pissed away. 
At 
that time his son, John Williams, of 
Wheatland, who arrived Friday night, 
Judge Scott and Mm. Callopy,were in 
the room, the nurse having gone out a 
few minutes before the supreme mo- 
ment arrived. The death is said to 
have been peaceful and quiet, like the 
gradual sinking of the sua, the expir- 
ing of a worn otrt body. 


The governor, of a large family, has 
but two children surviving—John, a 
farmer, of Knox county, and Mrs. 
Polira Dunn, a widowed daughter,who 
made her home with him at the old 
homestead, near Wheatland. She was 
unable to respond to a telegram call- 
ing her to Indianapolis, by sickness. 
There are numerous grandchildren, 
nearly twenty. Two of three of them 
are attending Purdue university, and 
have been ,aumjnoned by telegram 
Since the death of his wife, which oc 
curred several months ago, in conse- 
quence of injuries received by a fall, 
(iovernor Williams has not been the 
same man ; his associates have noticed 
a great change in his manner, but 
never a word of complaint or repining 
from his lips. At the old home, a 
room was always kept f o r a i s use, 
fitted up with a broad fire place and 
the furniture of which he had been 
accustomed to in early life. 
At a 
window here his wife always sat to 
welcome him on his return home, and 
since her death he has not cared to 
return to the scene of his loss. 
He 
wiînt occasionally, but it was always 
a trial. Becently, his daughter missed 
him from his accustomed place, and 
after a long search he was found m 
the barn, his grief welling up in great 
Hobs that shook his frame. When 
disease brought its insidious forces to 
bear against him, they fouod opposed 
to them no longer the stardj will and 
hardy constitution, but an indifferent, 
if not willing, victim, ready to join 
his beloved in the land of the nn 
known. 


A visit .ia the Washington club, 
rooms ye^inlay afternoon found a 
portion of the. committee on decorlir 
lion», headed by Ohairman Pendleton, 
busily engaged in draping the lower 
parlors with somber black, relieved 
here and there with wreaths tf ever- 
green and flowers artistically fr-. 
ranged, producing a bsaatifal ef- 
fect, In the center of the do«W® 
parlors is placed the catafalque upon 
which rests the casket containiM the 
remains of the late governor. 
Hang- 
ing from the wall immediately.at iae 
head of 
the casket 
is a large 
oil 
portrait 
of 
the 
deceased, 
draped with black and llorardésigne. 
The casket is metallic, furnished with 
heavy silver trimmings and a gluaiop 
for the entire length, exposing to Tiew 
the whole body. A plain silver plate 
on the cover bears the in-cription: 
"James D. Williams, governor of 
Indiana. 
Born January 16, 1808. 
Died November 20, 1880." ï h e im- 
balming of the remains has b w i well 


done, and the facial features in death 
are remarkably 
life-like. 
At the 
court house 
it is proposed to place 
the catafalque, upon which the casket 
will rest, in the main corridor directly 
opposite the southern entrance. 


A low railing will extend to the 
stairway in either direction, while 
the blank space between the platform 
and the stairways will be relieved by 
tropical plants and vines. 


The doors of the offices opening 
into the lower hallway will be drapc( 
in inourninir> relieved with bunting 
and battle flags. The balustrades of 
the upper corridors will also be taste- 
fully draped in black. The decora- 
tions were being prepared yesterday 
and last evening, and were put up 
early this morning. The.flags sent by 
United States Quartermaster Ekin ar- 
rived last ni^ht from Louisville, and 
will be used in decorating the Court 
House to day. Those who visit the 
Court House to pay their respects to 
the distinguished dead will enter on 
the east side, and alter viewing the 
remains, will pass out at the west 
door. A detachment of the Light 
Infantry will Btan«l guard at the door- 
ways. 


The remains of Governor Williams 
were taken from the Washington 
club rooms at half-past 11 o'clock to 
the court house, where they will lie 
in state until 5 o'clock this afternoon. 
The procession was composed of a 
platoon of pal ice, adjutant-general 
and quartermaster-general, with their 
respective aids, band light, infrantry, 
Jeiterson club, citizens on foot, special 
guard of eight policeman, hearse and 
pall-bearers, 
relatives, 
Governor 
Gray, state ofHcials and citizens in 
carriages.

At 
Keogh, there were 2,000 hostile In- 
dians, who have surrendered to Miles, 
who, in the meantime, has compelled 
them to turn over 400 acres, and pre- 
pare for a crop next season sufficient 
to support them for the year.

PITTSBURG, NOV. 22.—Philip Bati, 
a steamboat engineer, was found day 
before yesterday morning, at the foot 
of a flight of stairs belonging to a 
house on Second avenue, in an insen- 
sible condition, with a severe wound 
on his head. He died yesterday morn- 
ing without having 
regained con- 
sciousness. The aflair is enshrouded 
in mystery, and whether he fell acci- 
dentally or had been foully dealt with 
is not known. A post mortem was 
held to-day, at which the doctors 
decided that the wound on the head 
had resulted from a blow by some 
lieavy instrument, and not by a fall. 
Five i^arties have been arrested on 
suspicion, and will be held to await 
investigation.

But did the democratic party die 
then? If ever it was in course of 
préparation for burial, it certainly 
was in 1872 
What happened? 
The 
history is too recent to need to b? re- 
peated. 
E^en the most ardent re- 
publican must perforce testify4o the 
wonderful energy, the 
indomitable 
pluck which infused new life into the 
old or^aniz itiori, 
as Well 
as 
to 
the sabliraity of disciplina which 
proved equil to every emergency, 
until in 187G the re u ai ted, re-invig- 
orated aai enthusiiitic denaocraoy 
carried the country by a large popular 
majority, and elected th-^ir pre-iJent. 
That the michiaery 
which enables 
unscrupulous pirtisius to ontrol in 
the evi nt of a closely conteste! elec- 
tion was in the haufis of the republi- 
cans, an 1 Wis ua^piringly and re- 
morsely u?8d to that end, in no wipe 
altera the fact thtt victory was won 
from defeat, and the hi-itorian will do 
justice both to thoie who so grandly 
won and to thoae who so dishonestly 
set aside the verdict of the people. 


Well, if it was a funeral in 1872, it 
certainly was a wonderful resurrection 
in 1876. 
But it was not a funeral. 
True, there was a season of something 
very nearly resembling 
suspended 
animation; but thelife-givingprincip'e 
was there all the time, and 83 long as 
that principle fails to ba recognizsd 
as triumphant everywhere, just so 
long will the grand old democratic 
party be found every four years bat- 
tling like a giant for the cause of the 
people. 


This, then, is the secret of the won- 
derful tenacity of 
democratic life. 
It is not as has been said, "the cohe- 
sive power of public plunder; were 
that the mainspring, it would have 
been broken long ago. 
It is the prin- 
ciple of a government of the people, 
for the people and by the people—the 
grand doctrines of the 
constitution, 
that ot local self-government within 
constitutionally prescribed bounds, as 
against the republican tendency to a 
stronar government, an oligarchy of 
wealth and aggrandizement in the it« 
tereat of the few as against the many 
—it is that principle which it has- al 
ways 80 warmly cher shed, which en 
titles the democratic pariy to the 
motto, "esfo perpe/ua." 


S j there will be no disbandment 
and no death of the democracy. 
The 
party animated by such principles 
never cries enough. 
Through deieat 
after ^îefeat it has struggled on, com- 
ing up smiling at each successive 
round, and it will continue to struggle 
for the popular rights until it wmn 
them. 
Tae strong government will 
not give the protection it promises; 
thestronr arm shall weaken in the 
exerciîje; the splendor 
and glitter 
shall tarnish in the u^iog, and the 
fabric or prida, and wealth and aris 
tocracy shall ultimately fall to pieces 
of its own weight. 
Then, if not be 
fore, will the democratic party be the 
shield bearer of the nation's safety, 
the preserver of the rights of men, the 
bulwark of a free national con'<itu 
tion. 
In the mean time our republi- 
can friends may as well postpone their 
obituaries.

presents a more detailed account of 
the life of 
a man 
whose almost 
whole existence was spent amon r u . 


James Douglass Williams was born 
in Pick 4way county, Ohio, Janu^.ry 
16, 1808. His oirents were oi Scotch- 
Irish blooi oa ona side and Welsh- 
English on the other, a combination 
which accounted for 
the 
marked 
physical strength and mental qualities 
of them in. 
His-ancistors came to 
thiscountry about the middle of the 
eighteenth century, aud engaged in 
agriculture. 
Giorge 
Williams, th-« 
fuher of the late -oreroor, settled in 
Ohio in an early day iti thi history (»f 
thatst ite, an l theace he re noved to 
this state, loc ttin^ in K lox c?)unty, 
where thi horn ofthi 
his 


al ^.lys baen. 
Youog William< enjoy- 
ed but m^t^ra faiilitiei for education 
andsociil truning, so that he grew 
u ? t o b 3 
the pliin, b1un% honest, 
hard-healad, hird-fiit»i farmer, and 
as such maintained himsieif ia what- 
ever position he^ his ociJupicU 
father of Governor Williaitis 
in 


1823, leaving a family of six ch-iii 
James bslag the oldest, upm hiu- 
devolved the larger share of the care 
for th-=if toiiily, which burden he bore 
until 1831, when lie w n ra irried to 
Mi"«s Nancy Hoff nin, the daughter ot 
a neighboring farmer. 
Purchasing a 
quarter section of wild land, the young 
couple began a life which continued 
uninterrupted until a few months 
since, when Mrs. Williams died, after 
a protracted illness. 
In the coursa of 
his long life as a farmer Governor 
Williams had succeeded in puttintr 
under cultivation a farm of over 2,000 
acres, which ia now one of the best 
piecesof farm property in southern 
Indiana. 


The public career of Governor Wil- 
liams has been a long one, and with 
the exception of his term of congress, 
has been exclusively identified with 
state affairs. 
In 1839 he was elected 
to the office of justice of the peace bv 
his neighbors. 
In 1843 he was first 
elected to the state legislature, and he 
has served seven years in the housfc; 
and twelve years a member of the 
senate. 
In 1855 he was elected a 
member of the state boar 1 of agricul 
ture, being a member for yxteer 
years, and for four years served a»- 
president, which position he filled 
with great acceptability. 
In 1S74 h»^ 
was elected a representative in con- 
gress from the second congressiooa 
district, to succeed Hon. William E 
Niblack, and before his term expired 
was nominated by tVe democrat c 
party as iis candidate for governor,s 
a compromise between Franklin Len- 
ders and 
W. S. Hoi man, bet wen. 
whom the 
convention was nearly 
evenly divided. 
The contest between 
Mr. Williams and General Harrison 
resulted in the election of Governor 
Williams by a plurality of over five 
thousand votes, and in January, 1877,- 
he was inaugurated in the Grand 
Opera hou-e. Governor Williams wa- 
a'so the caucus nominee of his pirtv 
to succi-e.i uSi-nator Morion, in the ex 
tra session of tha legislature in D;- 
cembsr, 1S72. The last public appear- 
ance of Governor Williams was just 
three weeks ago S.iturdiy evenimr, 
when he mide an ad lress at the dedi 
cation of the new dining hall of the 
h luse of refuge at Plainfield. 
He 
then appaared to be in his usual 
health. 


Governor Williams was strangely « 
man of the people, one who possejsed 
a fund of good hu nor, which enabled 
him to take with out anger the many 
jokes and sallies hurled at his countrj 
figure and 
his homespun manners 


His tall, ungainly figure was well 
known everywhere, and will be re- 
gretfully missed 
from private life 
and from the councils of the state by 
men of all parties, who respected the 
rugged honesty and simple virtues of 
the man. 
He was one of the pio- 
neers of the state, who broke the 
ground and felled the woods for the 
advance of a civilization that did not 
forget to honor him, and which he 
repaid by faithful and unselfish ser- 
vice.

life he was beloved and honored, in 
death he will be revered and his life 
be placed among the archives of noble, 
honest, men.
